Without further preface, I proceed to 
examine the fingular produ€tion whict.

| ftate, that the next Vice-Prefident fhould 


come from Kentucky, becaufe ** the weft. 
erninteree had uniformly been attached 
to the policy that had marked and char- 
adlerized the fiate of Virginia.” While 
the Virginia faétion were ‘* clamorous in

GENTLEMEN, 


F you wifh for a rich delicious li- 
qvor, whereon to refrefh yourfelves after 
the fatigue ot labour—it you within a 
leifure Cae to regale yourfelves and your 
friends, on the fruits of your induftry—it 
you with that the commun drink you ufe 
to flake your thirft fhould itfe!f be a highly 
nutricious food ; it you with your cider 
in the maikets to command a high price, 
and thereby make the {urplus of your tam- 
ily ufe fill your cheft with dollars, make 
your Cider according to the rules of art. 


Let the firft droppings of your apples, un-— 


_ ripe, worm eaten and blafled fruit, be eat- 
en by your fwine ; never gather your ap- 
ples for cider when wet either with dew or 
rain, and if the feafon will permit, not 

within three days after a rain ;—but at all 
events have your apples perfeétly dry on 
the outfide.— Wien gathered put them in 

a heap under cover, and let them fo remain 
till thoroughly mellow, but not till rotten 
or feured ; when put into the mil for 








grinding fee that they are clear from flicks, | 
leaves, and every kind of filuy :— when you 
lay up the cheele jet no water be put with © 


it, but wet your ftraw in the juice of the 
apples, or what is by fome farmers called 
Let the muft or juice be 

rained ‘as clear as poflib!e through fine 
{weet hay. New ccfks or thofe which 
have never had in them any thing but fpir- 
its, are to be preferred, but at any rate let 
the cafk be clean. Ii the catk has before 
had cider in it, put into it a couple buck. 
ets of water, fhen bung tup tight, fet it 
in the fun fewsrel cays with the bung 
downwards, ihen atier thaking the barrel 
well, turn out the water and rinfe it as 
clean as poflible, then put in two or three 


pounds ot viflacked ftone lime to which | 


turn a galion of boiling water, then bung 
the ceik tight and roll it ever fo that a 
white wath fhall adhere to every part ct the 
barrel wahin—and (fo let it remain for fev- 
eral hours, when you wiay again rinfe your 
catk, andwit will be thoroughly cleanfed —

THE CHARGE. 


Gentlemen of the Grand Jury, 


THE Court, in charging you, do not 
affume any authority ; but difcharge adu- 
ty recognized in the oath adminiftered to 
you, and required by the law, 

The frequency of thefe cccafions has af- 
forded moit cf you opportunities of bear- 
ing the obfervations then made. You are 
not toexpeét any thing new ; but your 
time being efpecially appropriated to this 
fubjeéi, the duties of a grand jury render 
it favorable to make fuitable impreflions, 
The tew moments | {hall detain you, would 
be illy employed in wandering in the de- 
vious paths of {peculation, or in making 
known my opinions of the jurifprudence 
and politicks of the country. Happy, in- 
deed, might we be, iiving under a confti- 
tution framed by ourfelves, enforced by 
laws of our own making, and adminiftered 
by men of our own cheice. Under thefe 
circumflances, the firft, the great duty of 
a good citizen, is to fubmit cheerfully to 
the conftitution and to the laws, and duly 
to refpeét thofe who adminifter them.— 
Judging it improper to purfue this idea 
further at prefe.t, let us attend to the du- 
ties we are callcd upon iinmediately to ex. 
ecute. 

The oath adminiflered to you is fuffi- 
ciently energetic and comprehenfive. Let 
me recommend it to your attentive confid- 
eration. It enjoins on you diligently to 
enquire into all mutters given you in 
charge, and you aracharge! to enquire in- 
to and prefeat all iran{yreffions of the law 
committed in this county, trom the bhigh- 
eft to the loweft—from Trealon to Tiel- 
pafs. To give you nice definitions or e- 
Jaborate explanations ot thele crimes, ts 
notin my power. The general knowledge 
of right and wrong which ob:ains among 
us, rf not fu fic lent to pies ent the com. 
mflion of crimes, is the meaus cf dea. 
ing them when commitie:, 

Your powers 23 a grand 
and exienfive. Your own judgment wi 
dive&t vou to exercife them with difcie 
tion ; and we hope that ths valuable part 
of our 
by any aft of vours. 

Offences of a highly crimipal nature, 
fortunately, feldom cecur. None ave i 
my kaowled ye at preie: ‘3; and mor 
fhenif bas no caileuder tor you.

is not ore criminal in jail—a circumflance 
pleafing and fortunate, on which [ con- 
gratulaie you and the county at large. 
The time of a Grard Jury is too often 
taken up in hearing compiaints of a leffer 
nature. Breaches of the peace, efTcults, 
and the hke, arifing from intoxication and 
fudden quarrels. Itis to bereprecied that 
the county fheuld be troubled wih thele 


| trivial things, fhametul of them/elves—too 


much fo to be proclaimed to the world ; 
and as moft of them may te lawfully fet- 
iled before fingle magifirates, it is furely 
advilable fo to do: But when they do 
come before you—when you find the laws 
have been broken—when the peace of the 
community hes been diftusbed—when a 
citizen has been ma!-treated, then let the 
offender be brought to jultice. The laws 


are to protect the peaceable and to check 


the turbulent. 

It is our duty, and we now give you in 
charge, to enquire of all offences againft 
the aét to prevent private lotteries, and 
the at to prevent duelling. There are, 
however, many other laws too litile at- 
tended to, the breaches of which are fo 
notorioully public and frequent, that we 
can fearcely believe them extant. Thofe 


I allude to, are the a€ts for the fuppre fion | 
of immorality—for regulatirg taverns— |} 


for preventing gaming ; and feveral oth- 
ers. Laws of any kind, openly violated 


and with impunity, become worfe than a 


deac letter. They habiuate the unthink- 
ing and vicious to hold religion, law and 
morality as nought ; and nothing but duly 
enforcing the laws, will give them refpeét 
and effeét. Whatever others mav do, it is 
no reafon for your paffling them over in fi- 
lence. 

As it is not poffible for the ftatutes of a- 


ny country to reach all! cafes, fothere are | 


many circumftances arifing, though not 


| dire&t breaches of the written law, yet re- | 
quiring correétion and deferving punith- 


ment. ‘Thefe are called indi€table offen- 
ces, and are olten more grievious than oth- 
ers. Should any fuch came betore you, 
they will merit proper attention. ;

mount to proof. A perfon of ftained rep- 
utation, is half conviéted. Be caretul : 
Let not the guilty efcape for the feke of 
his good fame, nor the innocent be im- 


vorable report ; 


_peached on account of his bad reputation. 


Againft party-fpirit and its efits, L 
truft and hope, it is unneceffary to cau- 
tion you. It is an evil grievious enoush 
in private life: But fhouia it once enter 
our courts of juflice—fhould this dite 
fiend influence our legal _difcuffions, fare- 
well to the peace and harmony of fociety 
—to law—to joftice and liberty herfelf. 

To fum up the whole, then, and to dif. 
charge your duty, hear and enquire with 
patience and diligence, judge with impar- 
tiality, and decide with juftice and firm. 
nefs. Thele may be common obferva- 
tions ; bat they are important. They are 
offered with diffidence and a good inten- 
tion ; and, I truft, will be received wih 
candour.

** I, therefore, from the fenfe of duty 


which I owe to an alarmed public, take | 


the prefent opportunity of correcting the 


faid flatement, and reprefenting faéts as I | 


find them.—As to yellow fever—I have 


had a confiderable praétice in the medical | 


line, in the county of Delaware, for nearly 
nine years, and I freely declare, that ] 
never have found fo much as one folitary 
cafe of yellow tever—nor do I believe that 
there is one at prefent in the county ; and 
to my certain knowledge, there is no fuch 
thing in the town of Kortright, At the 
fame time, I. confefs, that a fever has pre- 
wailed in our neighbourhood, which in the 
courfe of the feafon, has carried off Mr. 
Philip Burret, with two of his fons, viz. 
Mofes and Aaron—alfo, Mr. Joel Good- 
rich, in number, four, which is the total 
of deaths in this town by fa'd fever ‘this 
fealon. This fever is altogether of the ty- 
phus kind—in fome cafes, typhus malig- 
nant—in fome, tychus iéterodes, and a 
few cafes of fynochus. It muft give pain 
to any mind, but that which is deflitute of 
fentiment or fympathy, to find the afflic- 
tions of a fellow man painted in deeper fa. 
ble than they will naturally bear. The
